2. The January 27, 2005 response by the applicant contained an extraordinary listing of NPL documents ( approximately 80) to be 
considered as part of an IDS. These documents were submitted in the form of a CD. Currently the USPTO is operating on a 
paperless basis wherein all documents are scanned into a database. At this time, there isn't any facility to convert the CD media into a 
data stream compatible with the database. Hence the CD cannot be scanned and it is calssified an an artifact. The Examiner has 
attempted to locate the CD but has not been successful. Examiner suggests that to expidite this case, the Applicant provide paper 
copies of all IDS NPL documents with the reply to this office action such that they can be immediately scanned into the system. Short 
of this, the application will remain on hold until the IDS issue can be resolved.
